Driving to Pomona from this city 


Thursday evening of last week, Wal- 
ter I. O'Neal, Hoover sweeper rep- 
resentative for Coyina, with head- 
quarters in Chas. E. Johns' hardware 
store, was instantly killed at 6:30 
o'clock just as he emerged from the 
old Pomona road thru the hills onto 
Valley boulevard, two miles west of 
Pomona. 


According to eye-witnesses and 


official reports, O'Neal was traveling 
at a high rate of speed when, he 
reached the intersection, apparently 
forgetting that Valley boulevard 
traffic is especially heavy and dan- 
gerous at this point, and died a few 
minutes after being hit almost head- 
long by a truck turning south at 
the same time as he was going east. 


So forceful was the crash that 


O'Neal's car was carried to the side 
of the road by the momentum of 
the truck and crushed beyond re- 
pair between a large eucalyptus tree 
and the front of the truck. . 


The driver of the truck, A. L. 


Gladden ofx Riverside, was imme- 
diately exonerated 
of blame,.,, by 


deputy sheriffs of the San Dimas 
sub- station when it was learned 
from witnesses that O'Neal's car had 
scarcely slowed down at the ap- 
proach of the intersection.

Open Armistice Day 


After a considerable amount of 


discussion Thursday evening of last 
week, the Business Men's association 
of Covina voted to make the ques- 
tion of remaining open or closing 
up on Armistice day optional—to let 
the individual merchants themselves 
act as they see fit. Several had be- 
lieved that Armistice day should be 
recognized to the point of closing all 
places of business, as has been the 
custom in many localities since No- 
vember llth, 1918, but others were 
of the opinion that merchants of Co- 
vina should stay open to accommo- 
date local residents as well as reduce 
that added amount of overhead. 


Another motion was decided upon 


and passed to the effect that the as- 
sociation intends to endorse and 
stand by a suggestion made by the 
advertising committee relative to 
^discouragement of advertising pur- 
chases in other than newspaper 


media and payments .for space in 
certain media which could do little 
or no good in turning over the mer- 
chants' stock. It was explained that 
this step was being taken not to dis- 
contir>' 3 support of various com- 
munity and educational enterprises, 
but as a matter of economy for and 
looking toward increased profit from 
local retailing. 


If a merchant felt obliged to sup- 


port a certain enterprise, it was sug- 
gested that he "donate" a sum rather 
than "purchase space." 


The question of a Halloween cele-

FREED TOMATOES 


Fried tomatoes are a delicacy that 
ilmost everybody likes. 
They make an admirable accom- 


paniment to broiled beefsteak or to 
any roast meat. They give zest to a 
vegetable plate. And served with 
>roiled or fried bacon they become 


mainstay dish of first importance 


and great deliciousness. 


You can fry them simply by slic- 


ing them, with skins on, into a skil- 
let in which there is plenty of hot 
butter sizzling. Be careful not to 
burn them. Reduce the heat a little 
after they first go in and cook them 
until they are tender. 


They may be dipped in fritter 


batter and fried in deep fat. 


Best of all, perhaps, is this: Dip 


sliced, unskinned tomatoes in crack- 
er crumbs, then in beaten egg, then 
in cracker crumbs again. Fry in hot 
fat in a frying-pan or skillet, not in 
deep fat, as the crumbs and egg are 
likely to slip off. Fry until brown 
and tender. The covering should be 
crisp, the inside of the tomato ten- 
der and succulent.

needed dry cleaning and who trot 
around as if they had pneumatic 
cushions on their feet, undoubtedly 
have tape-worms and should receive 
immediate treatment. 


If in doitbt about giving treatment, 


kill a bird or two, slit the intestinal 
tract and look carefully jor flat seg- 
mented worms and round worms. 


If it seems advisable to treat the 


flock, select at random about 25 
birds, isolate and treat them before 
treating the entire flock. In this 
way it can be determined by exam- 
ination of the droppings whether the 
birds really need treatment. Also, 
the effect of the treatment on the 
birds can be observed. 


October Is Best 


Time to Plan 


to Buy Tractor 


October is the best time of the 


year for farmers to plan in detail 
for next year's work, according to a 
statement recently made by Willard 
E. Shepherd, of the Shepherd Trac- 
tor & Equipment company, distrib- 
utors of "Caterpillar" tractors in Los 
Angeles, Orange, and Ventura coun- 
ties.

It has been demon- 
strated that a tractor which is de- 
signed in such a way that it wil 
not pack the land will help mater- 
ially to increase both the quantity 
and quality of the crops raised on 
the land. 


"When it comes to cutting costs, 


the tractor again occupies a very im- 
portant position. The best way to 
eliminate waste is to use a tractor 
which is sure-footed that it will not 
use up fuel and time unnecessarily 
on slippage. The selection of tractors 
which are known to be economical 
to operate and to be exceptionally 
sturdy and long-lived will also aid 
materially in reducing costs to the 
minimum."

Present-Day Telephone Hookup— 


Approximately 2000 members of the Telephone Pio- 


neers of America opened their seventeenth annual con- 
vention in Los Angeles this week. Insofar as presdent-day 
life in America is absolutely dependent upon the telephone, 
this group of men has affected our lives to a greater extent 
than we ordinarily think. 


An American invention at the start, practically all im- 


portant improvements in telephone service have also been 
designed by Americans. Alexander Graham Bell obtained 
the first patent in 1876, fifty-four years ago. And today 
forty-two nations are linked in the rapidly growing inter- 
national telephone system. 


A telephone Utopia is expected in the near future, when 


all instruments of all nations are connected. A list of in- 
ternational telephone connections, compiled by depart- 
ment of commerce, shows that conversation is now possible 
between six continents, with eighty-five per cent of the 
world's telephones interconnected and seven trans-Atlanitc 
ocean liners maintaining regular service with half a dozen 
countries. 


Forty-two nations are hooked up in a web of 716 inter- 


national telephone connections. The United States main- 
tains contact with 28 countries; England is in touch with 
35; Germany with 34; Italy, 21; France, 34; Spain, 28; etc. 


Indicative of the remarkable growth of communication 


in the last few years, Spain now has 25,000,000 telephones 
connected with three continents, whereas five years ago it 
had only 25,000. As late as 1922 the sum total of inter- 
national telephony services consisted in the main of cir- 
cuits from London to Paris, Brussels and Amsterdam in 
the eastern continent, and the United States was connected 
only with Cuba and Canada. 
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Telephone 360-21, Azusa 
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National Air Records— 


The score, to date, among world powers '.for supremacy 


of the air has been a see-saw, with the United States, Eng- 
land, Germany and Italy in the lead at va^pus times. 


The United States took off first when the Wright broth- 


ers invented the airplane. Hawker won a lap for the Brit- 
ish by hopping from Newfoundland to Ireland in 1919. 
America again took the lead as a result of Commander 
Reade's round-the-world flight that same year, but Bri*ain 
was runnerup with her dirigible R-34, which made the 
round trip between England and America. 


Lindbergh renewed America's claim to leadership with 


his New York-Paris flight, and Chamberlain clinched it. 
Since then, an American has flown to the north and south 
poles by airplane; an Italian and a Norwegian have flown 
over the north pole in a dirigible; Americans have flown 
to Hawaii; and an Englishman, Kingsford-Smith, com- 
manded a flight across the Pacific to Australia, which he 
followed this year with an east-west crossing of the At- 
lantic. 


In the meantime, a German airplane, the Bremen, was 


first to negotiate the east-west crossing of the Atlantic— 
a feat which a German seaplane and a French airplane 
re-accomplished this summer. De Pinedo gained for Italy 
the honor of the first east-west crossing of the south At- 
lantic. 


The Graf Zeppelin admittedly overshadowed all pre- 


vious accomplishments when it crossed the Atlantic, and 
later sailed around the world with passengers and a cargo 
of merchandise; and Germany, from the commercial stand- 
point, thus capped the records of all her competitors.

Amid the portraits in the Hunting- 


ton library and art gallery is one 
of the honorable Mrs. Cunliffe Off- 
ley, by Sir Thomas'Lawrence. It is 
one of his best, and that is saying 
much, because, beginning to paint 
as a ten-year-old lad, he became the 
highest-priced portrait painter in 
the world. He distinguished him- 
self as the court painter par excel- 
lent, and was in demand by all the 
royal families of Europe. He exe- 
cuted portraits of Pope Pius VII and 
of Cardinal Gonsalvi. Penny pic- 
tures of himself sold in Englfcnd, it 
is- said, for a pound provided the 
pictures bore his autograph, and any 
kind of a painting by him brought 
•from two.to three thousand dollars. 
A distinguished art critic once said 
of him that he "made coxcombs of 
his sitters, and his sitters made a 
coxcomb of him." An attractive 
lionized man of the world, he never 
found time to marry. 


Mr. Huntington acquired three oj 


Lawrence's best portraits: "The Hon 
Mrs. Cunliffe Offley," "Pinkie," and 
"Little Red Riding Hood." 


All told, he acquired more than 


forty canvasses by'the master paint- 
ers of Lawrence's time, the eigh- 
teenth century period when portrait 
painting was at its' peak, and all 
these priceless works of art, togeth- 
er with the Huntington library and 
the 207 acres of surrounding grounds 
belong now to the people of Cali- 
fornia. 


It has taken the British empire 


since 1763 to build up the British 
museum, yet in many respects this 
Huntington treasurehouse surpasses 
the British museum.

$950,000.

ning commission.

In. anticipation of increased pro- 


duction of California oranges, lem- 
ons and grapefruit next year, C. O. 
Cornwell, traffic manager of 'the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange, 
returned this Week on the Los 
Angeles limited from middle-west- 
ern centers, where he consulted 
Union Pacific officials about the 
transportation problems involved. 


Next year in the period ending 


October 31 the state will ship 75,000 
or more carloads of citrus fruit, 
Mr. Cornwell predicted. This will 
equal or exceed the 75,000 carloads 
moved in 1928-1929. 
While this 


year's movement of oranges and 
lemons is below that of 1928-1929, 
there was an increase of 300 cars of 
grapefruit. 


The California Fruit Growers' 


Exchange markets 75 per cent of 
the state's crop and has increased 
its acreage for the coming season. 


Comparative state figures on this 


and the past year's citrus move- 
ment, announced by Mr. Cornwell, 
show that to date in 1929-1930 there 
have been 51,401 cars, divided into 
38,493 cars of oranges, 1141 cars of 
grapefruit and 12,767 cars of lem- 


ns. 
In the corresponding period of 


1928-1929 there were 75,177 cars, or 
60,114 of oranges, 826 of grapefruit 
and 14,237 of lemons.

According to Louis Dodge, author 


and enthusiastic horseshoe pitcher, 
science has discovered that the man 
who has not learned to relax prop- 
erly is never more than seventy per 
cent efficient in his daily routine 
and that he usually dies at an age 
when better-conditioned men are yet 
in their prime. 


Relaxation is best obtained by out- 


of-door recreation, and perhaps the 
most satisfactory game for men of 
limited means and leisure is horse- 
shoe pitching. 


Delving into the origin of the 


sport, which evidently dates back 
to the beginning of horsemanship, 
it is known that the ancients were 
sufficiently impressed by the dam- 
age done to horses' hoofs to devise 
certain forms of covering for them 
in the shape of socks or sandals. 
The practice of nailing iron plates' 
or rimshoes to the hoof did not ap- 
pear earlier than the second cen- 
tury B. C., and was not commonly 
known until the close of the fifth 
century A. D. Still, at that, it is a 
considerably older sport than most 
of them today.

With the decline in the use of 
ilver for money, .all over the world, 
tie price of the metal is lower than 
t any other time in history, mea- 
ured by the gold standard. The 
ilver dollar, once cherished in the 
vest and south above all forms of 
urrency, has almost passed out of 
irculation. 
Senator Oddie of Neveda, the 
rincipal silver-producing state, now 
iroposes the coinage of a silver dol- 
ar which would have no special 
ntrinsic value but be a "token" like 
he half-dollar, quarter-dollar and 
lime, all of which are worth less 
is metal than their stamped value. 


One good reason for restoring the 
ilver dollar to circulation is the 
act that it costs the government 
about two cents a year to replace 
each dollar bill with a new one as 
he old ones wear out.
